ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 
INTERESTING REMINISCENCES OF HIS LIFE. 
| While in the East, Secretary McCormick, 
who had enjoyed good opportunities for stud- 
ying the character of Mr. Lincoln, contrib- 
uted a chapter of personal reminiscences to 
the New York Ecening Post. The following! 
extracts will interest our readers, not only 
as illustrating various traits in the life of the 
“ honest President,” whose death at the 
hour of his greatest popularity is ete | 
mourned, but as the observations of one of! 
our own citizens : 
MR. LINCOLN AT HOME. i 

I did not see Mr. Lincoln again until late’ 
ir January, 1861, when, at the instance of | 
various friends in New York, who wished a, 
position in the cabinet for a prominent Ken- 
tuckian, I went to Springfield, armed with! 
documents for his consideration. I 1emained 
there a week or more, and was at the Lincoln! 
cottage daily. I felt more at home there’ 
than at the barren hotel, and was the more ' 
free in my visits from the kind consideration 
of Mrs. Lincoln, who joined her husband in 
the suggestion that hotel life was at best 
comfortless, and that while at Springfield I, 
should escape it as much as possible by tar- 
rying with them, at the same time regretting 
that thei: house was not large enough for the ; 
entertainment of all their friends. 

The Louse at Springfield has often been 
described. In a letter published in the Eren- 
ing Post of February lst, 186], 1 referred to; 
it in detail, and to the President’s daily life 
and manners, which were little changed from 
that time to the hom of Booth’s great crime. 
l asserted that “his purity of character and in- 
domitable integrity of purpose added respect 
to admiration for his public and private ca- 
reer”; that upon his word you might “ be- 
lieve and pawn your soul”; and thus [ proph- 
esied his future success: “lt is his sterling: 
honesty, with utter fearlessness, even beyond 
his vast ability and political sagacity, that is! 
to command confidence in his administration. 
He will refresh the polluted atmosphere of 
Washington with the aroma of virtue, integ-, 
rity and unbending patriotism.” A

When I told him, with a frankness which 
I knew he would like, that the more I advo- 
cated and defended his course the further the 
people went from me, he laughed heartily, 
and commiserated me upon my identity with 
such an unpopular leader.

GOLD MINING IN AUSTRALIA. 


The miners employed in 1865.—During the 
year 1862 there were employed in the Aus- 
tralian gold fields an average number of 
97.942 miners, the produce of whose labor 
was > 1,702,460 ounces, equal to $30,000,000. 
This makes the average weekly earnings of 
each miner within a fraction of $5. In 1863 
the average number of miners employed was 
92,292, who produced 1,578,079 ounces, equal 
to $20,405,422. During the year 1864 the 
average number of miners employed was 
83,394, who obtained as the result of their 
labors 1,557,307 ounces of gold. During the 
first half of the year 1865 the number of men 
engaged was 85,022. They produced 756,435 
ounces of gold. These results, it will be 
seen, are quite uniform for the past three or

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A CORRECTION. 

T was at Washington at the first inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln, and saw much of him. 
Jt was difficult, even in view of the Baltimore 
plot, to make him think that any one sought 
to injure him, or that his life was in danger. 
The mention of that plot, by the by, suggests 
a correction of the common impression that 
Mr. Lincoln passed through, Baltimore in dis- 
guise. The story of the Scotch cap and oth- 
er changes in dress, over whicb his opponents 
were wont to make merry, was one of the in- 
gemousinventions of a newspaper correspon- 
dent, since famous or infamous in connection 
with a more inexcusable fabrication. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

From the hour of his inauguration Mr. Lin- 
coln devoted himself to the business of his 
great office with remarkable assiduity. 
While no other President had such varied 
and oppressive cares, none was ever so indif- 
ferent to relaxation. His friends were ever 
apprehensive of the breaking of his health, 
and his face at times became exceedingly 
haggard and worn; yet he never lost an op- 
portunity to laugh or crack a joke. 

My relations to his private secretaries dur- 
ing my residence in Washington (ending in 
the summer of 1863) were such that I was 
often at.the White House late at night. On 
more than one occasion, while chatting with

TO PERSONS WHO DEAL WITH SOL- 
DIERS. 


Many complaints are made by officers rela- 
tive to the illegal disposal of United States 
property. General Halleck has issued the 
following general order, which will be inter- 
esting to those persons who trade with the 
soldiers of this District. 


Heapavuarters Mriitary Division ? 
oF FHE PACIFIC. 
San Francisco, Jan. 31, 1866. 
General Orders, No. 5. 

The attention of all concerned is called to 
the following sections of an Act of Congress, 
approved March 3d, 1863, entitled “An Act 
for enrolling and calling out the national forc- 
es, and for other purposes.” 

“Sec. 23. And be it further enacted, That 
the clothes, arms, military outfits, and accou- 
trements furnished by the United States to 
any soldier, shall not be sold, bartered, ex- 
changed, pledged, loaned, or given away; and 
no person, not a soldier, or duly authorized 
officer of the United States, who has posses- 
sion of any such clothes, arms, military out- 
fits, or accoutrements, furnished as aforesaid, 
and which have, been the subjects of any such 
sale, barter, exchange, pledge, loan, or gift 
shall have any right, title or interest therein, 
but the same may. be seized and taken wher- 
ever found by any ofhcer of the United 
States, civil or military, and shall thercupon 
be delivered to any quartermaster, or other 
officer authorized to receive the same, and 
the possession of any such clothes, arms, 
military outfits, or accoutrements, by any 
person not a soldier or officer of the United 
States, shall be prima facie evidence of such 
a sale, barter, exchange, pledge, loan, or gift, 
as aforesaid. 

“Sec. 24. And be if futher enacted, That 
every person not subject to the rules and ar- 
ticles of war who shall procure or entice or 
attempt to procure or entice, a soldicr in the 
service of the United States to desert; or 
who shall harbor, conceal, or give employ- 
ment toa deserter, orcarry him away, knowing 
him to be such; or who shall purchase from 
any soldier’ his arms, equipments, ammuni- 
tion, uniform, clothing, or any part thereof, 
and any captain or commanding officer of any 
ship or vessel, or any superintendent or con- 
ductor of any railroad, or any other public 
conveyance, carrying away any such soldier 
as one of his crew or otherwise, knowing him 
to have deserted, or shall refuse to deliver 
him up to the orders of his commanding ofti- 
cer, shall upon legal conviction, be fined, at 
the discretion of any court having cognizance 
of the same, in any sum not exceeeing five 
hundred dollars, and he shall be imprisoned 
not exceeding two years, nor less than six 
months.”

Gentlemen—I send you a copy of a letter!

The matters to which it refers are 
of much consequence not only to the interests 
of your county but to those of the Territory | 
at large. By Section 10 of the Act creating 
a Board of Supervisors in the several counties | 
of the Territory, approved December 30, 1865, 
it is made your duty to see thatall the Soul 
ty and township officers entrusted with the! 
collection, disbursement and safekeeping of 
the public revenues faithfully perform the du- 
ties imposed upon them by law, and to 
prosecute them for any delinquencies. 

Tt is my expectation that you will be par- 
ticular to carry out this injunction, not only 
in the case of the Sheriff, in the duties re- 
ferred to in my letter, but regarding all the 
county officers, and to see that no duty as- 
signed to them is neglected. Existing vacan- 
cies should be filled at once and if from other 
business, or incapacity, any officer is ineffi- 
cient, he should be requested to resign and, 
his place be given to a suitable person with- 
out delay. It is of the highest importance 
that the counties be completely organized, 
and all the laws promptly and thoroughly | 
enforced.

Tros 1y Anizona.—At a recent meeting of 
the California Academy of Natural Sciences, i 
Professor W. P. Blake presented the follow- | 
ing note: 

“Jn 1863 1 observed an iron formation of 
considerable extent and interest upon and 
near the Williams? Fork of the Colorado, 
near its mouth. The ore is chiefly the mica-| 
ceous variety of hematite, or “specular iron,” 
and occurs in thick beds and in thin sheets, 
in a ferruginous limestone or dolomite, evi- 
dently metamorphic, and tilted up at a high 
angle. It forms a belt of peculiar appearance, 
that may be traced by the eye for miles across 
the country, in a direction a few degrees south 
of west. This rock and iron ore is inter- 
stratified with chloritic and talcose slates 
and granite, and the series also bears copper 
ores and gold. From the collections made by 
Lieutenant Whipple’s party, in 1853, in the] 
mountains north, it would appear that similar; 
rocks exist in the Cerbat and Aquarius moun- 
tains, the extreme geological antiquity of 
which was commented on by me in the Paci- 
fic R R. Reports, Vol. TIT, p 59. It is pos- 
sible that this ferriferous formation is con- 
nected with the extensive iron formation of 
the coast of Mexico, south of Acapulco, des- 
cribed by Mr. Manross, (Am. Jour. Sci 
¡ XXXIX, 358,) and it may be of pre-Silurian

able. This irregularity is one that we have 
reason to believe the Department of the In- 
terior will have no difficulty in getting over, 
and, in our judgment, the titles to lots in 
New York or Philadelphia are not better 
than those to lots in Prescott. By a later 
law of Congress it is probable that all the 
purchase money of the lots, above ten dollars 
each, will come to the commissioners ‘for the 
tise of the town, and he sufficient to warrant 
such desirable improvements as the erection 
of a fence about the plaza, the grading of 
streets, etc. 

As matters now stand, we think the com- 
missioners have full authority to protect lot 
owners in the enjoyment of their property, 
and to preserve the unsold lots from all in-| 
trusion.

“It shall be the duty of persons who may 
discover and claim mining rights, or mineral 
| lands, at the same time that they may define 
the boundary of their claim or claims to any 
lode or mine, as required by the provisions of 
this chapter, to lay off and define the bound- 
arjes of one pertenencia, as required by the 
provisions of this chapter, adjoining their 
claim or claims, which shall be the property 
of the Territory of Arizona, and at the same 
time that they present their notice of claim 
or claims to be recorded by the recorder of 
the mining district, they shall also present to 
such recorder the claim of said Territory, and 
if said discoverers and claimants shall neglect 
or refuse to present to such recorder the 
claim of said Territory as aforesaid, they shall 
forever forfeit all claim to the mine or ledge 
so discovered by them.” , 

The above extract speaks for itself. Un- 
legs that section is fully complied with, no 
person discovering mining claims, after the 
passage of the law, can get an interest there- 
in, in this Territory. 

The title of the Territory being consumma- 
ted by the discoverer of the ¡lode or mine 
“laying off and defining the boundaries of 
one pertenencia, which shall be the property 
of the Territory of Arizona,” and having the 
Territorial claim recorded. 

By what right do individuals get title to 
their mining claims? The answer is, by the 
said mining law. Itis by that same law thai 
the Territory gets its title. 

Can a person who has never discovered the 
claim, and who is informed by the records of 
the county that it belongs to the Territory of 
Arizona, under a positive statute, jump this 
claim or in any way set up title to it? The 
mere gtatement of the question shows the 
fallacy of such a proposition. 

If the Legislature can pass a law that John 
Doe or any association of individuals can lo- 
cate mining claims, why cau they not do it 
for and in the name of the Territory ? Is not 
the Territory, in its corporate capacity, as
